Another cime he told us in a faint and 
moaning tone that he had a mind co make 
his will becauſe he muſt needs goe preſent« 


| Iy to Chambery where he had a lsw- ſuite 


ready for the trial}, and that he feared to 
dye by the way; wherefore he bad the 
mayd to goe for a Notary naming Mr Tor- 
2144, father to that Tor»ws of whom we 
ſpske before; OF his fam:ly he taid many 
particularities, of which,as alſo of all the 
paſſages of this Demon aQed in his pre- 
ſence,the ſayd Torn the fonne,a Royall 
Notary as his father, tath left arelation, 
written, and ſigned with his -owne hand, 
which I have in my keeping for confirmatie 
on of ali that is hererelated. And ic was to 
have ſuch an authenticall teſtimonie that 
I adreſt my ſelfe to him when this vexation 
came upon me, 

In that relation he mentioneth the ſe- 
yerall legacies which the Demon declared

Favre the firſt prelident of Chambery,who 
for his learning 1n law was one of che ile 
luſtcious men of his age: To him the Spirit

that he came from ſaſcoy and had paſt 

through Breſſe, and ſeene ſuch and ſuch 
| kinſmen of his. 


To returve to what was in onr hoaſe at 
thae ctime, the Spirit beſpoke aloud great

is called /e filou. He counterfeited the voyce 
of Juplers and mountebankes, and cſpeci- 
ally that of huntſmen crying aloud bs 
levrier holevrier , as hignters uſe to ſhoute 
when they ftarc a hare. 

He offered to tempt us by covetouſneſſe 
(one of the ordinary temprations of the 
Devill for which reaſon he is called Mam-

But 1 
can ſay with 2 good conſcience before God 
and his holy Angels, that I never ſearcht 
for it, nor employed others about it, nor 
ſuffered any to looke for it,or ever had any

He ſayd of my wife that was with childe, |

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Bat he caſe ſhe was in made me feare, that ſhe 
{/s;Fhould ger ſome harme in her childbearin, 
ar-Þy a fright, cauſed by our infernal gheſt. 
ake(Wherefore, I deſired her to goe out of the 
bil-houſe, & goe to her grandmother the 
ni fLady Philiberta as la WMouſſiere with whom 
np fſhe had bin bred from her iofancy, & to lye 
er, mat her houſe. But ſhe did excuſe herſelfe 
tk» from it very courageously, ſaying, that go-

The Demon having uſed all thele wile

As his words were ſtrange and admira- 
ble ſo were his ations, for beſides thoſe

{ cloath: of fifty ells which a friend had lefe 


at my houſe to be ſent to Lyons by water. 
Once he ſnacht a braſſe candleſtick our of 
the maids hand leaving the candle lighted 
in her hand: He would very often take that 


= | mayd's coates and hang them over the 


bed poſts, ſetting over them a rough hat 
ſach as the countriwemen of Breſle uſe to 
weare for ſhe was of that countrey. 

_ "+ Some- 
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Sometimes he would hang at thoſe poaſts 
a great ſtarchiog plate with coards ſoty- | 
ed and with ſo many knots that it was 
1:1mpoſſible to nntie them and yet himſelfe 
would {ſuddenly untie them in a moment. | 
Once I found my bootes ſo intangled with- | 
in a winding blades that they could not | 
be tzken off, And many times he hath | 
ſo twiſted radiſhes together that the like | 
could not be done unleſſe it had bin ſta- 
died with a very long patience and lei- | 
ſure. 

One afcernoone a friend of mine one 
Mr Connais a Phy fitian of aſcor, beſtow 
ed a viſit upon me; As I was relating unto 
him theſe ſkravge paſſages we went toges 
ther to the chamber where the Demon was 
moſt reſident: There we found the fea- 
therbed,blankets, ſheets, and boulſter, layd 
all upon the floore. I called the mayd to 
make the bed, which ſhe did in our preſence, 
but preſently we being walking in the ſame | 
7 age, 6. the bed undone and cum- 

- bled downe on the floore as it was before. 

In the roome over that,where I had my 
ftudy, I found ſeverall cimes part of my 
Looks laid onthe floore, and my houre- 

mn” os | 
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. slaſſenndroken,and no other harme. As 


I was once ſitting io my ſtady the Demon 


| made a noiſe as it had beene a great voly of 


ſhot inthe roome above. Sometimes he 
would be the groome of my ſtable rubbiog 
my horſe,and plattiog the haire of histayle, 
and maine, but he was an unruly groome, 
for once I found that he had ſaddled my 


| horſe with the ccupper before, and the 


pommel behind. 

He was a good while inthe houſe be- 
fore wecould perceive that he reſorted to 
my bedchamber. But one night after all 
were retired that were come to heare him, 
my ſelfe and my family being all abed, 
the dores and the windowes of the bouſe 
being well ſhut, he came in and began to 
whiſtle ſoftly and by interyalles,as if he 
had bin afraid to awake us: he knockt as 
if it had bin with his finger upon a trunk 


| neeremy bed, as he did many times ſince, 
| He would throw our ſhooes about the 


roome, thoſe of the maid eſpecially, who 
feelios him once taking one of her ſhoes 
laid hold preſently on the other, and ſayd 
ſmiling, This thou ſhalt nor have. Under 
the table in the ſame roome he did once 

1mitate 
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imicate the noiſe of bempdreſlers that beate 
the hempe foure together ſuch as we had 
10 our neighbourhood, and keeping the 
ſame equall meaſure. 

He made us heare for a long time a har- 
monie not unpleaſane of two little bells 
tyed rohether which he had caken among 
ſome ruſty irons in my houſe. When I 
heard them firſt, and knew by cheic ſound 
that chey were mine, I went to the place 
where I had layd thers, but did not find 
them. Neither did the Demon uſe theſe 
bells in my houſe onely, but he carried 
them about to many places both of the 
rowne and countrey. Upon a Lords day 
morning asI was ging ro officiate at V- 
1igny, with ſome elders of my Church we 
heird the ionnd of thoſe bells very neere 
our eares. Mr £2/lier, one of our compa - 
ny, afficmed gnto me thar he had heard 
thoſe bells many times at his houſe, Many 


others have heard them very neere, but | 


could never ſee them. 


Neicher did that Demon play his ericks | 


onely at my honſe, Mr Lallier bath cold 
me of many of his aRions in his houſe and 


both ſhop. As the caking and A 
hir | 
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his jewels or tooles, and then puttiog them 
aSaine where they were before, While 
Mr Leliier was telling me of this, he layd 


-a golden ring which he had then in hand 


upon the table with tbe coole that he held 
it with, but preſently he found them mi» 
flog and in vaine ſought them halfe an 
houre; wherefore he betooke himſelfe to 
other worke; but then he and 1 ſaw both 
the ring and the toole fall, we knew not 
from whence, upon the table againe. 

One night that LZsllier had not ſet vp 
with us as he uſed to doe, two that came 
from my houſe very late ſtayd by Lalliers 
ſhop to give him an account of the De- 
mons aRions and words that night. While 
they were talking the Demon ſmote three 
times very hard upon a ſhed of boards 
that was over the ſhop. : 

The next night after, Lnullier avd Repay 
commins from my bouſe met a woman a- 
lone at the corner of the ſireete in a conne 
trey habir ſpinning by Moone- ſhine. But 
when they came neere to know what ſhe 
was,ſhe yaniſhed from their (ght. 

Leaving now ſuch a&ions as the Demon 
did out of my houſe as things of which 
I 
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1 cannot ſpeake with the like certainty as 
thoſe which I have ſeene & heard my ſelfe. 
I will but adde his laſt aRions at my houſe, 
and indeed the moſt troubleſome of all,as 
they ſay that the Devill is alwaies more 
violent in the end then inthe beginning, 


and is then moſt fierce when he muſt be . 


gone, He threw ſtones about my houſe 
continually the tenne or twelve 1aſt daies 
from morning to evening, and in great 


quantity, ſome of them of two or three 


pounds weight, 
One of thoſe laſt daies Mr T or»: com* 


ming to my houſe about noone, would: 


know whether the Devill was there ſtill, 
ancd whiſtled in ſeverall tones, and each 


. time the Devill whiſtled to him againe in 
the ſame tone. Then the Demon threw 


a ſtone at him, which being fallen at his 
feete without any harme to him, he tooke 
it up and marked it with a coale, and flung 
it into the backſide of the houſe which 
is neere the cowne wall and the river of 
Saone, but the Demon threw it up to him 
againe, and that it was the ſame ſtone he 
knew it by the marke of the coale: 7oznmus 
taking up that ſtone found it very hot nd 
al 
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ſaid he believed it had beene in hell face 
he had handled it firſt, 

Finally after all theſe words and aQions 
the Demon went away the 22 day of De- 
cember; And the next day a very great 
viper was feene going out of my houſe, 
and was taken with long pincers by ſome 
naylours our neighbonrs, who carried it all 
over the towne crying, Here zz the Devill 
that came out of the Miniſters houſe, and 


| finallylefcic at one 7Yi//iam Clarke's houſe 


Apothecary, where it was found to be a 
true and naturall viper, a ſerpent rare in 


| that countrey. 


All the time that the Demon haunted 
my houſe God permitted him not to doe 
' us any harme, neither in our perſons nor 
in our goods. Thoſe bells which be did 
| ſo toſſe and carry abont, he hanged at a 
naile over the chimney of the roome where 
he was moſt converſant, the day that he 
| lefr the bouſe, He had not ſo much power 
' Given him as to teare one leafe of my 
| bookes, or to breake one -glaſle,or to puc 
| ont the candle, which we kept lighted all 
the night Jong. Wherefore 1 bow 
| my knees, and will as lovg as I live, 
| unto, 
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nuto my gracious God to give him thanks 
for that great mercy. | 

This 1s the plaine 2nd true relation of 
that Demons words and actions. And 
Iarcelin a Capuchin that preacht at the 
ſame time at /faſcon bath truly related 
many of theſe paſſages in a booke of his, 


printed at Grenable againſt Mr Bouterove, 


ſaying, that he had the ſtory from diverſe 
perſons, eſpecially from Mr Fovi/llard Liey« 
renant Generall in the Balliage of Iaſcon, 
who upon the general] rumour of that 


ſtrayge accident, ſent his brother in law | 


Mr Francs Gucrin and Mr Guichard an 


Advocate to my houſe, to defire we to | 


come to him,as 1 did, to tell himche whole 
matter. Yet (by Marcellins leave) it is 
not true that which he and other preju- 
dicate and paſſionate men doe inferre out 
of it to diſgrace my perſon and my profes 


ſfion, namely, that I had communication | 
with evill Spirits, For God beares witneſſe | 
to my conſcience that I'never had commus þ,; 
nication with thoſe horrible creatures,and þ1; 
know no more of them then what it hath þ 
pleaſed his divine wiſdome to let me know þ; 
by his word & by this domeſtique experi-þ 
 ence;} 
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ence; and that my chiefe curioſity was to 
improve the litcle talent which God bath 


| given me to inſtru my ſelfe and others 


 1nthetrue 20d ſolid ſcience of eternall ſal. 


| vation, which is to know him the onely 


_ God and Jeſas Chriſt whom he hath 
ene. 

And truly Marcelli and others that 
have ſpoken and written ofthis hiſtory eo 
my diſadvancage herein,contradict both 
Mr Fovillard Lievtenant Generall of Maſ- 
con, and the Lord Gaſpard Divet then Bi- 
ſhop of £Maſcoy, who upon the common 
report of theſe paſſages ſent for Mr 7 or»: 
to know the truth of them; And for more 
certainty ſent his owne Secretary Mr 
Chamber to learne the particolars of them 
from mine owne mouth, to whom Irela- 
ted all without concealing or diſgnifivg 
any thing. Theſe ewo Gentlemen Torn 


and Chamber have told me Grce that the 
Biſhop had heard thai ſtory with great ad- 
miration, and had made ſome records of 
he ſame. |

raturall to every m3n then to enquire of 
the cauſes eſpecially of things extraordina- 
1y) Iwil\ znſwere that conſidering the cir. | 
cumſtarces of time,and place,and perſons, 
which | had thento doe wich, many cauſes 
ſeeme to have concurred for it. 

Firſt, whereas there are times in which 
Devils 2tein a manner unchained and have 
more liberty to doe their feats,and other 
times when they are tyed ſhort and reſtrai- |. 
ned from aQing, as we learne in the twen- 
tieth chapter of the Revelation, Truly one 
may with good reaſon ſay that when the ;

At the ſame time a Demon appeared at 
Lyon: in the ſhape of a fine Gentlewoman 
to the Lieutenant of the Koighr of the 
watch named ta 7acquiere, and to two 
others of his companions, which three had 
carvall knowledge of that Demon, and 
thereby came to a moſt crapicall and feare- 
full end.

were conduaed to Pars by 3 maſſivger 
and ſome guards. Io the way a coach met 
them. and in i: a man that looked like a 
Judge, who ſtaid, and asked the maſſinger 


what priſoners he led, whence they came, | 


and whether they went. The maſlioger 
having fatisfied him, the man (if one may 
call him ſo) eying theſe priſoners ſayd to 


one ofthem, calling him by his name, Ho| 
now! art thou one of them? Feare nothiog, | 


for neither thou nor any of thy company 
ſhall ſuffer, And his words proved true;

| inthe night, and once asked her whence 
ſhe came, the maid aiiſwercd that ſhe came 
| from a place where there was good com- 
pany, gallane danſiog, and all Kinds of 


ſports and merciment, The pirle taken 
with this report defired the mayd to bring 
her to that place. Whereopon the maid 
anointed her, and made her doe the ordi- 
nary ceremonies preſcribed to witches by 
the Devill, after which the gicle was carris 
ed op into the ayre by a Demon,as ſhe re. 
ported, bur ſeeing herſelfe above the con- 
vent of the Capucin fryers, ſhe was 
afraid,and called upon God, who did helpe 
her and- cauſed the Demon to lay her 


 downe in their garden about midoight- 


The Capacins hearing her lamenting voice 
'cameto her helpe, and when ſhe had told 
them who ſhe was,and what had happened 
to her, ſhe was ſecretly conducted by two 
of them to her Fathers houſe. This relation 
I have heard from many perſons, affirmed 
as moſt certainly true. That girle I have 
often ſeen,and I was cold that ſhe was ma-. 
ried fince. 
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' At the ſame time che common report 


was, that a Demon haunted the houſe of 


a woman baker of Maſeon, in the ſtreet 
de na T upinerie, ins mans ſhape,with a red 
cap, and would loocke out of the window 
by moone lighr, This many perſons have 
affirmed ro we to bevery true, the fore. 
ſaid Abraham Lullier being one of them. 
I doubt much whether tbe Demon hath 
yet left the houſe notwithſtanding all the 
exerciſing, and the judiciall courſe alſo 
which was ufed to ejeR bim, 

At the ſame time a D-?mon kept a great 
ſtirre at Se Stevens Church of Maſcor, 
turning over many graves, which being brai« 
ted about the towne, I ſaw,as living in that 
neighbourhood, great parc of the people 
flock thither, 

The like happened alſo in the Church 
of St Albax,neere Maſcen,and at the ſame 
time, 

Againe,at the ſame time x widowes houſe 
at Marigny les Nennains, not farre from 
Alaſcon, mas for three moneth haunted 
by a Dzmon who did there a preatdeale 
of harme, lecting out the wine in the cel 
lar, and beating untragiouſly ſeverall _

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ſons, amonp others a l..ck\mith that czme 
:nto the houſe drunk, and gave many il 
words and threatnings to that Devill, who 
preſently was even with him, for he rooke 
one of the andirons, and grievoblly beat 
him with it, till be ran away out the houſe, 
which he did 1n all hafte, By theſe relati- 
ons,and many of the like kinde, which I 
omir, it is evident that at the time that the 
Demon was at my houſe;the Devill was 
in a manner unchained, 

I conceive alſo that this Dewon might 
be ſent to me by ſome that were incenſed 
againſt me, for procuring a licence from 
the King to build a Charch for our Refor- 
med congregation neere the walles of 
AMMaſcon; for that very day that the Devill 
began that diſorder in my houſel, was 
threatened by one before the civill cor 
poration of Maſcon, that ſome ez4/l Would 
overtake me preſently, and that man was 


 ſuſpeRed co bea diſciple of one Ceſar 2 


knowne Magician, who had lived 11aſcon n 
l:ttle before, | ? 

Many have attributed the comming of 
that Demon to my maid PBreſſande, of 
whom I ſpake before, for ſhe was ſuſpe- 
Qed to be a witch, borne of parents ſuſpe- 
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Red to be guilty of witchcrafe as ſome 
doe report: I remember that once ſhe 
asked of me, whether any of thoſe that 
had given themſelves to the Devill, could 
fiad mercy before God. And that ano- 
ther time, when ſhe ſaw me afraid leſt the 
Devill ſhou)d hurt two youths that Jay in 
a roome next to that where he was heard, 
the toid me Feare not, he will doe them 
no harme. And the truth is that ſhe 
would jeſt and be familiar with him. For 
belides chat Þ ſaid of it before, ſhe wouid 
once expoſtulate with the Demon that he 
brovght het no wood, whereupon he pre- 
ſently threw downe a fagot for her at the 
ſtaire foor; And whereas upon her offering 
to leave our ſervice another came to ſerve 
us in her place and lay in the ſame bed 
with her, the Demon, who never hurt her, 


| would beare that new maid in the bed, 


and powre water upon her head till he fore 
ced her to goe away, My ſuſpicion of 
that Breſſande was increaſed by a relation 
which ſhe made unco me, one day that I 
was ſick, of a tall black man that had ap- 
peared onto her the nighe before by 
mooneſhine, holding a viall in his band 
like a Phyſician, This and other like 
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things gave me an ill opinion of her, as 
one thac might be a concurrent cauſe of 
the comming of that helliſh gheſt. 

To theſe adde the circumſtiroce of the 
place; for in the ſame houſe a marther 
had beene committed, if the Demons words 
and che common report may be credited; 
As it is not unuſuall that houſes where 
ſome murther or ſome other foule fact 
hath beene committed will be haunted by 
the Devill, {ardan relateth that there is 
a caſtle ar Parma belonging to the noble 
family of the Torell;,in one of whoſe chim= 
ney's a wicked ſpirit appeares in the ſhipe 
of a foule old wife every time that one of 
the family is to die, ever ſince that an old 
woman very rich was ſlaine in that houſe 
by her covetous nephewes , who cut her in 
pieces and threw her into the jakes. 

But the moſt likely cauſe is that afcer 
I had recovered that houſe by law,and was 
put in poſſeſſion by the power of juſtice, 
the woman whom I came to diſpcſſcfle was 
found under a chimney- calling vpon the 
Devill and uſfiog terrible imprecations a= 


' Sainſt me and my family, ſaying cha 


ſhe Would be content to be hanged, yea to be 
aamned, and to be in the bottome of hill with 
” D 4. all 
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all the Devills if ſhe might but be avenged of 
me and mine. Which words beiop related 
to me, I preſented aPetition aganſt her cothe 
Judge of Maſcon Lieutenant Generall Fo- 
:/lard who bound the woman to her good 
behaviour, forbidden her to annoy us ei- 
ther in our perſon or our Goods upon 
Sreat penalties; And 1 and my family were 
put. znder the protection of the King and 
Juſtice, Of which proceſle I keepe ſtill with 
me the judiciall As; But without ſtaying 
any more upon the ſecond cavuſes,[ attribute 
all co the diſpoſition of the firſt, and lift vp 
mine eyes to the hand that gave the blow, 
ſhewing togecher his ſtreogth in my weak- 
neſſe,his mercy in my fintulneſſe, and his 
wiſe,cooderate, and admirable dealing with 
me in that he ſuffered me not to be remp- 
ted sbove iny ſtrengch, bur gave me with 
the tempra:ion away to core out, that 
I might be able to beare ir. Great reaſon 
] have to ſay with the Royall Propher Da- 
vid. Ou; /oule u eſcaped as a bird ont of the 
hind of the fawlers, the ſnare w broken and we 
are e/caved, Our helpe ts 1n the nams of the 
Lord who maar heaven andearth, To him be 
glory for ic,now and for eyermore,Amen.

The other man was an eminent Officer of a 
({ oure of Inuſtice avd a Papiſt, who bring 
brought by hu curioſity ro the Miniſters 
houſe, to heare that Devill that told future 
things and ſecrets both of publ:que and private 
buſine(ſ-s, would needs offer to make queſtions 
zo the Demon about ſeveral thing s;. Whe*g« 
wpon the miſter, who had alwaies very
